perjury — lying while under oath 
to tell the truth. 


A federal grand 
Jury 
charged 
that he lied to senate investigators 
about the sources of his income 
and other details of his financial 
affairs and 
employment. 


Maragon, 
54 - year - old 
Greek- 


American from Kansas City, Was 
hauled before the senators 
last 
summer. They were investigating 
"five percenters" — men who seek 
government business for other for 
a fee.

tiating government business or for 
any work done by him in connec- 
tion with the government." 


3. Stating he was not employed 


by anyone else when he took a job 
with the state department on a mis- 
sion to Greece. 


4. Saying he 
borrowed 
$5,000 


from his mother-in-law in 1949.

Congress Set 
for Second Fair 
Deal Battle

Washington, Jan. 3 
(fP)— 
Con- 
gress, with one eye already cocked 
to next fall's elections, convened 
today for its second round of bat- 
tling 
President Truman's "Fair 
Deal." 


Today's assembly was mostly a1 


formality. The real kick-off for the 
second session of the 81st con- 
gress will come tomorrow. That is 
when Mr. Truman will 
tell 
the 


lawmakers what he expects from 
them. 


Beginning about 1 p. m., (noon 


CST) the President will deliver his 
state of the union 
address 
to a 


joint senate-house session. All ma- 
jor radio and television networks 
will carry the speech. 


At a White House meeting which 


ended shortly before congress met, 
Mr. Truman gave his congression- 
al high command an advance 'ook 
at the message. They also went 
over his economic message, which 
he will send to the capital Friday, 
and his budget message, due Mon- 
day. 


Emerging from the one hour and 


five minute conference, the Demo- 
cratic leaders expressed 
enthusi- 
asm over the President's p'.ans. 
Speaker Rayburn of Texas told re- 
porters: 


"It looks like the country is in 
pretty good shape — I never saw 
it in better shape."

Bill Routon, vice-president

tha Hempstead County Farm Bu- 
reau, announces that the Board of 
Directors of the American 
Farm 


Bureau Federation has arranged a 
meeting on January 9, in Wash- 
ington, D. C., to take 
up 
the 


problems in connection with cot- 
ton acreage allotments. President 
Joe C. Hardin will attend this 
meeting as a representative of the 
Arkansas Farm Bureau 
Federa- 


tion. Representatives of Farm Bu- 
reaus from other cotton producing 
states will participate in the meet- 
ing. 


This meeting is being held for 


the purpose of working out plans 
for a program designed to relieve 
inequities that exist under the pre- 
sent acreage allotment law as it

Pen 
on the back, not A. P." Fifteen 
minutes later the

advised 
Henslee of Eaton's capture." 


Sergeant Porterfield said Eaton 
came out of the house with 
his 
hands up when ordered to do so 
He had discarded his pistol in the 
house. It was one of the 
guns 


taken in the prison break, 


Eaton told Douthit he lost 
his 
shoes in the mud immediately after 
the prison break and 
had 
been 


barefoot since until obtaining 
the 


boots shortly before his capture. 
He said he made his way through 
the woops, keeping in sight of a 
railroad track to keep from getting 
lost. 
Hunger, which drove him to the 


tenant farmhouse to ask for food, 
resulted in his capture. 


He said he slipped away from the 


other three convicts soon after the 
break. 
"I knew they'd do some 
more killing and I didn't want no 
part of it," he said.
